"We condense," says the Enrjineer- 


my Aeics, "the following hints from a 
circular issued by the Eoads Improve- 
ment Association ot England, an or- 
ganization formed to distribute matter 
for the education of local highway au- 
thorities, road contractors and others, 
on the proper construction, mainten- 
ance and repair of highways. 


''Never allow a hollow rut or a pud- 


dle to remain on a road, but fill it up 
at once with 'chips' from the stone 
heap. Always usie 'chips'for patching, 
and for repairs during the summer 
months. 
Never put fresh stones on 


the road if by cross picking and a thor- 
ough use of the r.ake the surface can 
be kept smooth, and kept at the proper 
strength of section. 
The rake is the 


most useful tool in your collection, and 
it .should be kept close at hand the 
w hole year round. Never spread large 
patches of stone over the whole width 
of the road, but coat the middle or 
horse track first, and when this has 
worn in, coat each of the sides in turn. 
In moderately dry weather, and on 
hard roads, always pick up the old sur- 
face in ridges six inches apart, audTe- 
move all large and projecting stones 
before applying a new coating. 
Never 


spread the stones more than one stone 
deep, but add a second one when the 
first one has worn in, if one coating be 
not enough, tse a steel-pronged fork 
to load the barrows at the stone heap, 
sothatthfi sifting* maybe available 
for binding and for summer repairs 
A ever shoot stones on tho road and 
crack them where they lie, or a smooth 
surface will be out of the question. Go 
over the whole of the new coating ev- 
ery day or two with the rake, and 
never leave the stones iu ridges. Never 
put a stone upon a road for repniiing 
purposes that w ill not pass freely iu 
every diiection through n two-inch 
ring, and remember that still smaller 
stones should bo used for patching and 
all slight repairs. 
Hard stone siiould 


bo broken to a finer gauge than soft, 
but the two-inch gauge is the largest 
that should be cmploved under any 
circumstances. Never be without your 
ring gauge. It should bo to the road-

And it will mako him honest, 
anil when ho does not understand a casfS 
he will say so, not trying to cover up a 
lack of diagnosis with ponderous techni- 
calities, or send the patient to a reckless 
drug stoio because the apothecary hap- 
pens to pay a percentage on prescrip- 
tions sent. 


Yes, this religion, this practical re- 


ligion, will como and put its hand on 
what is called good society, elevated so- 
ciety, successful society, so that people 
will'have their expenditures within their 
income, and ihey will exchange tho 
hypocritical "not at home1' for tho hon- 
est explanation ''too tired" or "too busy 
to see you," and will keep innocent re- 
ception from becoming intoxicating con- 
viviality. 


Yes, 
thero is a great opportunity for 


i missionary work in what aro called tho 
' successful classes of society. 
It is no 


raro tiling now to see a fashionable wo- 
man intoxicated in the street, or tho rail- 
car, or the restaurant. Tho number of 
lino ladies who diink too much is In- 
creasing. Perhaps you may find her at 
tho reception in most exalted company, 
but she has made too many visits to the 
wine-room, and now her eyo is glass?, 
and after a while her check Is 
naturally flushed, and then she falls Into 
fits of excruciating laughter about noth 


ing, 
and then she offers sickening flat- 


teries, telling some homely man how 
well he looks, and then she is hriped into 
tlio carriage, and by tho tiiao ':;ho car- 
riage gets to her homo it takes the hus- 
band and the cooehman to get her up 
tho stair?. Tho report is, she was taken 
suddenly ill at a gcrman. Ah! no. She 
took too much champagne and mixed 
liquors, and got drunk. That was all. 


Yes, this practical religion will have 


to como in and fix up the marriage re- 
lation in America. There are members 
of churches who have too many wives 
and too many husbands. Society needs 
to bo expurgated and washed and fumi- 
gotcd and Christiani/.ed. We have mis- 
sionary societies to reform Elm street, 
In New York, Bedfoid street, Phila- 
delphia, and Shoreditch, London, and 
tho Brooklyn docks; tho there is need o 
an organization to reform much that 
li 


going on in l?eaeou street and Madisot 
Square and Kittenhouso Square am 
West End and Brooklyn Heights an< 
Brooklyn Hill. We want this practica 
religion not only to take hold of wha 
are called tho lower classes, but to take 
hold of what are called tho highe 
classes.

Oh, no; but the old religion brought to 
new appliances. In our timo we have 
had tho daguerreotype, and tho ambro- 


j type, and tho photograph, but it is tho 


same old sun, and these arts are only 
new appliances of tho old sunlight. So 
this glorious gospol is just what wo want 
to photograph tho imago of God on one 
soul, and daguerreotype it on another 
soul. Not a now gospel, but the old 
gospel put to new work. 


Now you say, "That is a very beauti- 


ful theory, but is it possible to take one's 
religion into all tho avocations and busi- 
ness of life?" 
Yes, and I will give you a 


few specimens.

Dr. John Brown, of 
Edinburgh, immortal as an author, dying 
under tho benediction of tho sick of Ed- 
inburgh, myself remembering him as ho 
sat in his study in Edinburgh talking to 
mo about Cluist and His hopeof Heaven.

pronounce It now. And other merchants 
Just as good. William L. Dodge in tho 
Iron business; Moses II. Grinncll, in the 
shipping business; Peter Cooper in tho 
glue business. Scores of men Just as 
good as they were.

Mrs. Mollie Ellen Saunders died at 


her home in this city, last week, after a 
brief illness.

Anticipating the death of thoir father, 
the other two daughters engaged in fre- 
quent quarrels concerning the distribu- 
tion of his estate. These differences 
coming to the ears of the old man 
aroused hatred of his children, and in 
a fit of auger ho made a most solemn 
vow that ho would outlive them. In 
188G Mr. Ellen received a second shock 
of paralysis, which left him mentally 
and physically incompetent. He did 
not die, however, and is alivo to-day, 
and rational enough at times to mutter 
that he will outlive his children. 


Unknown to him the old man has 


fultilled his solemn vow of seven years 
ago, for with the death of Mrs, Saun- 
ders the last of his children passed 
away. The demented daughter in the 
asylum died three years ago. A mar- 
ried daughter named Mrs. Eegli was 
the second to die. Her two children 
died subsequently, and the husband 
and father was not long in following. 
The nearest next of kin to the paralytic

Keeping Tiack ol Wires.

THE J U N K SHOP. 


Itl*u Very Urmit Factor in tli«; World's 


1'iosporlty* 


III a certain senso the world's pros- 


perity may bo said to depend upon the 
junk dealers, since they are the great 
purveyors for our paper mills. Our pa- 
per mills run our printing pre'-M-es, aud 
the press is among the foundations of 
our civilized prosperty. In New York 
City alone there are something like 200 
junk bhops, 
wholesale 
and 
retail. 


There are, in addition, about 1,110 li- 
censed junkmen, who RO out with carts 
every day and collect refuse of various 
kinds from door to door. 
The number 


of unlicensed rag-pickers is estimated 
by the officers of the License Bureau to 
bi- at least 1,000, a number which to an 
observer is manifestly much too small, 
.since the rag-pickers, to all appear- 
ances, considerably outnumber the li- 


junkmen. Some of the junk 


shops employ from fifty to eighty per- 
sons in collecting, weighing, sorting, 
and packing the stuff, and, at a moder- 
ate estimate, at least 10,000 people in 
this city are dependent upon this busi- 
ness for their livelihood. It is a curi- 
ous fact, but one which grows out of the 
necessities of the case, that the. whole 
business is systematized to a degree 
quite marvelous to au outsider. 
Every 


description of pasteboard, rag, bottle, 
waste paper or piece of old metal has its 
fixed price. 
In home of the large junk 


shops of this city there are no less thau 
seventeen grades of wares, differing in 
price perhaps by one-eighth of a cent 
per pound. In paper stock there is.foi 
example, No. 1 white, which means the 
trimmings and clippings of white paper 
made from rags. These are mostly ch- 
ained from bookbinders, aud are worth 
3 cents per pound. Then comes No. 2 
white. This embraces circulars, spoiled 
sheets, and other similar kinds, and is 
worth 2}c per pound, and so on, the 
prices going down to the heavy brown 
paper mad a from ropes and book cov- 
ers, that are worth from f to i cent per 
pound. Old tin, rags, bottles aud every 
description of junkware has the same 
system of subdivision and succession of 
prices. By force of 
experience the 


weighers of these shops recognize in- 
stantly the qualitv of the stuff they are 
buying, and call out at once to the 
cashier whether it is 1 or 2-ceut stuff, 
or whatever it is worth. 


It is only in rare cases that the junk- 


man or lag-picker drives a hard bargain 
or quibbles over the fraction of a cent a 
pound. As a rule, he makes no denmr 
at the prices assigned. 
The most valu- 


able stuff is the old garments, the cloth 
of which, after being unseamed and 
ripped, is worth from 10 to 15 cents a 
pound to the shoddy men. 
A junkman 


who has a hicky day and finds plenty 
of old cloth and rags, good bottles and 
the best sort of paper, it is said will be 
able to make from $4 to $5. A wet day, 
however, will greatly diminish the prof- 
its. The bulk of the junkman are said to 
be Irishmen, though there are a goodly 
number of Germans in the business. 
The unlicensed rag-pickers seem to be 
mostly Italians. They certainly form 
an immense colony in Crosby and Mul- 
berry streets. 
They collect from the 


dumps aud ash barrels what the others 
and more high-toned rag-pickers would 
leave behind. The .-stuff collected by 
the Italians is said to be so filthy that 
most of it has to be washed before it 
can be sold. So dirty, indeed, is this 
junk that the best dealers do not like to 
accept it of them, because the manu- 
facturers declare it to be too dirty. 
The business 
is an apparently lu- 


crative one, as rumors are current of 
junkmen being worth anywhere from 
§50,000 to $200,000, who still attend to 


iie details of the businss. The busi- 
ess iu bottles and in sheet metals is 
arge, the latter going to the wire man- 
facturers.

Several thousand houses 
in Philadelphia have tho electric light, 
and the inspector there in his last an- 
nual report states that there was not a 
single fire or a single dollar lost. Still 
more striking is tho evidence from the 
electric light companies themselves. 
Until about a year ago fire companies 
refused to insure central stations except 
at ridiculously exorbitant rates. The 
station took the matter in hand and 
formed a mutual company. The show- 
ing is simply magnificent and tho com- 
pany is on the roost solid basis, while 
insurance from outside is now offered 
them at the ordinary rates. The mutual 
company, moreover, is setting a high 
standard of construction, so that it« 
l«£ses should tend steadily to a mini- 
oram.

The fee and salary bill was under 


consideration all afternoon, and there 
was a decided disposition on tho part of 
the majority to adopt it an reported. 
Amendments looking toward a redac- 
tion of certain fees taxed by county 
officers were defeated by a vote of 63 to 
41, and then the fight began ou the 
minority report of Mr. Brown, of Steu- 
ben, to the effect that the law should 
take effect ae soon as it was legally pub- 
lished and proclaimed. Mr. Gleesner 
moved that the bill be taken up by sec- 
tions, ia so far as it referred to counties, 
and that the compensation of each offi- 
cer of each county be considered by the 
house. 
Mr. Bench led the opposition, 


aud insisted that the first thing to be 
settled was when the bill should take 
efl'eot, and after 
that 
the salaries 


could bo fixed. The motion was carried 
aud the bill was considered by sections. 
When Allen county was called, Mr. 
Henoh said that if this law were to take 
effect on present officers, he and Mr. 
Biegler 
(his colleague) 
wanted the 


salaries of their conuty officers to re- 
main as provided by the bill. If it were 
not to take effect on present officers, 
they wanted all tho salaries reduced 81,- 


000. 
Other counties were considered 


and the house spent the day in that way. 
In a general way, the amounts fixed by 
tho committee were adhered o, and the 
changes made were not important. 


In .the senate, Mr. Smith's dog bill 


was taken up. The bill provided for 
taxing dogs, fixing the tax for one male 
dog at 01, for one female dog at $2, for 
each additional male dog 82, and for 
each additional female dog SB. Section 
2 of the bill was as follows: It shall be 
unlawful for any dog to roam about over 
the country unattended by its owner or 
the agent of said owner, and that when 
such dog shall be found roaming over 
the country unattended, as provided in 
this act, the same shall be deemed a run- 
about dog, and it shall be lawful to kill 
such dog. The bill was amende,! by 
forbidding the malicious or unjustifiable 
killing of dogs, not only on their 
owner's premises, which the original 
bill provided, but anywhere they might 
be. In this shape it passed, and dogs 
who hereafter "roam about the country" 
unchaperoned 
by 
their owners or 


"agents" of their owners may expect a 
dose of cold lead, providing the honee 
also passes the bill. 


The senate bill amending the law reg- 


ulating the weight of loads allowed to 
be hauled over free gravel roads in the 
winter was passed, after Mr. Shookney 
had charged that it was in the interests 
of certain lumber dealers, who desire to 
haul heavier loads than tha original law 
allows. 
He said tlieee lumbermen 


would buy a tract of timber and put a 
force of men to cutting it in the winter, 
and a large number of teams to hauling 
it to town. 
This bill increased the 


weight of the loads which they are al- 
lowed to haul, he declared. 
In his 


county some of their best gravel roads 
had boon almost ruined in this manner. 
The bill passed, nevertheless, by a good 
majority,

iachoa in height 
It wau then shipped: 


an manufactured marble to Syracuse, 
N. Y., where a confederate, 'a farmer, 
received and buried it on hia farm. A 
year later the farmer took occasion to 
dig a well and struck Mr. Giant bnried 
in the soil. 
Hall then appeared on 


the scene and pretended to have pur- 
chased an interest in the "prehistoric 
giant" charged 50 cents admission to 
see the hoax. Thd flaw Sunday $1,100 
was taken in. Prosperity crazed the 
farmer and the hoax was given away. 
Subsequently Hull sold the image to 
parties in Germany to be exhibited aa 
the "Cardiff Giant Hoax* and the sale 
and receipts netted him $30,000. Tie 
idea of making the giant suggested it- 
self to him one day in a church . where 
the preacher incidentally referred to 
Biblical giant*.

ascription of pasteboard, rag, bottle, 
•aate paper or piece of old metal has ita 
ix«d price. In nomo of the large jonk 
hops'of this city there are no less thu 
eventeen grades of wares, differing im 
rice perhaps by one-eighth of a cent 
>or pound. In paper stock there is,for 
isampic, No. 1 white, which means tbe 
rimmings and clippings of white paper 
nade from rags. These are mostly ob- 
ained from bookbinders, aud are worth 


I cents per pound. Then cornea No. 2 
white. This embraces circulars, spoiled 
beets, and other similar kinds, aud is 
north 2jo per pound, aud so on, the 
(rices going down to the heavy brown 
taper mada from ropes aud book cov- 
ers, that are worth from 1 to 1 cent per 
pound. Old tin, rags, bottles and every 
description of junkware baa the same 
system of subdivision and succession of 
prices. By force of experience the 
weighers of these shops recognize in- 
atnntly the quality of the stuff they are 
buying, and call out at once to tho 
imslner whether it is 1 or 2-ceut stuff, 
M- whatever it ia worth. 


It is only in rare cases that the junk- 


mau or rag-picker drives a hard bargain 
ur quibbles over the fraction of a cent a 
pound. As a rule, he makes no demur 
it the priees assigned. The most valu- 
able stuff is the old trarmeuts, tho cloth 
of wlm-h, after being unseamed and 
tipped, is worth from 10 to 15 cents ft 
*ound ta thu shoddy men. 
A junkman 


w 10 has a lucky day and Unds plenty 
of old cloth and rags, good bottles and 
the best sort of paper, it is said will be 
able to make from $4 to $5. A wet day, 
however, will greatly diminish the prof- 
its, Thebnlfcof the jnnkmanare said to 
l)o Irishmen, though there are a goodly 
number of Germaun in the business. 
The unlicensed rag-pickers seem to be 
mostly Italians. They certainly form 
an immense colony in Crosby and Mul- 
berry streets. 
They collect from the 


dumps and ash barrels what the others 
and moro high-toned rag-pickers would 
leave behind. The xtuir collected by 
the Italians is said to be no filthy that 
most of it has to be washed before it 
can be sold. So dirty, indeed, is thu 
junk that the best dealers do not like to 
accept it of them, became the manu- 
facturers declare it to be too dirty. 
The business is an apparently lu- 
crative one. as rumors are current of 
junkmen being worth anywhere from 
$50,000 to *2(W,000, who still attend to 
the details of tho bUHinw. The bow- 
ness in bottles and in sheet metals » 
large, the latter going to the wire ttua- 
nfactnrent. Scarcely a medicine bottt* 
it thrown away, most of them being 
washed ont and restored to the trade a* 
new.
